You can be critical of the stub- 


bornoss which caused the profes- 
sional school faction In the legis- 
lature to demand only a sales tax 
Increase as their 
revenue-raiser, 


tor they gave it a thorough tryout 
in the 1951 regular session and fail- 
ed — came back lo the special ses- 
sion with the same idea, and failed 
again. 


I- judge from all reports that' 


here were three factions in both 
;he regular and special sessions. 
One was the professional school 
group, demanding an increase in 
the sales tax on food and clothing. 
The second, I surmise, was 
a 


powerful lobby working to protect 
property and income interests.1 But 
there was a third faction—which, if 
it had been heeded by the hard- 
headed school crowd, might have 
produced a genuine revenue bill 
and saved the day. 
' I note that the leader of the anti- 
sales tax croup, whose position co 
hcidcd with this newspaper's pol 
icy, was Rep, Paul Van Dalscm 
of Perry county. But it was the 
same Van Dalscm who in the reg 
ular session introduced the bill foi 
a higher state income tax. There 
•fore, Van Dalscm had an obvious 
ly crncst desire to do something 
for the schools. 
Tell me why, when it was appar- 


ent that the lower house was going 
to beat the sales tax increase in 
the special session, as it had pre- 
viously in the regular session, the 
school crowd couldn't have joined 
Storccs with Van Dalscm and gotten 
an emergency income tax increase 
bill through to the governor? 


Opposition to an increase in the 


sales tax is slate-wide, is intense, 
and is justified. But almost any 
other revenue bill would have been 
acceptable. 
It is gratifying to report that in 


this special session Senator Crow 
of our district voted against the 
sales tax, although he did vote lor 
the emergency clause in the final 
senate action; and Representatives 
Hulscy and West 
of 
Hcmpstcad 


county voted against the sales tax 
in the house yesterday. TJils was a 
reversal of Hulaey's previous po- 
sition. 
, 
. 
To all of them-I want to say an 


of us will leave ho stone unturned 
to develop some school financial 
program the slate government can 
finally agree on — except the sales 
tax. 


Actually, the main objective of 


state aid is not our own town of 
Hope. We have extensive property 
holdings here, and utilities such as 
the railroads and gas lines. They 
can be taxed locally. But how about 
consolidated rural schools such as 
Blcvins? 


When I was on the Hope school 


b;oard back in 1034-30 Hope had no 
'state aid. Blcvins got 75 per cent 
state aid. Until the recent cut-back 
"by the state Hope was getting 75 
per cent aid and Blevins 80 per 
cent. Embarrassing though it may 
' be you have to admit that it wasn't 
rural schools like Blevins that dug 
deeply into state funds the past 15 
years — and for every dollar Hope 
got the big cities like Little Rock 
drew many. 
We face the necessity of raising 


additional taxes at home, even af- 
ter another session of the legisla- 
ture has found money for schools 
like Blevins. One big help in get- 
ting these local taxes will be Sen- 
ate Bill No. 18 — which, fortunate- 
ly, passed the lower house also, 
and will become law when signed 
by the governor. 
SB10 authorizes county equaliza- 


tion boards to go into special ses- 
sions and hire additional help for 
the assessing office. 


That's what we need. 
That's what the schools need.
